Aiming at a tw'o-classroom ad­ 
dition for Ciclo Vista School, tile 
Roard of Education has author­ 
ized application to the Federal 
government for financial assist­ 
ance amounting to $37.675. 
Schools Supt 
Wallace Muelder 
was delegated to file application 
for the grant, under Public Law 
813, which will be applied lo con­

dreds of rescuers fought shifting 
sand and exhaustion for 34 hours 
Benny was saved.

"We are 
so happy at w hat all of them did.

There 
are troubles that w ere born o( pub­ 
lic kindness as wail. 


" If I sal down to think about 
them all a t once. I'd be in Islip 
right now."

Hooper said, re­ 
ferring to a nearby atate m ental 
hospital.
